To the Honorable the General Assembly of Maryland ; 

In obedience to the constitution and laws of the State, I 
respectfully submit the following report of the financial condi- 
tion of the Treasury Department at the close of the fiscal year 
ended vSeptember 30th. 1895 : 

Receipts. 

The total receipts from all sources during the fiscal year 
amounted to $2,609,244.09, as given in detail in Statement 
"A," in the first appendix of this report, which, added to the 
balance in the Treasury at the end of the fiscal year 1894, viz : 
$550,074.47, makes the total amount in the Treasury during 
the fiscal year 1895 to be $3,159,318.56. 
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The aggregate amount in the Treasury for the fiscal year 
ended September 30th, 1895, exceeded that for the fiscal year 
1894 by the sum of $3,140.42, and the receipts of revenue for 
the fiscal year 1895 exceeded the estimates by the sum of 
$90,684.19. 

Disbursements. 

The total disbursements during the fiscal year 1895 
amounted in the aggregate to the sum of $2,454,750.37. This 
is less than the sum of disbursements for the fiscal year ended 
September 30, 1894, by $170 329.41. 

There remained in the Treasury at the close of the fiscal 
year ended September 30th, 1895, ^^^ sum of $704,568.19. 
Statement "B" shows in detail the various purposes for which 
these disbursements were made and the Act^ of Assembly 
authorizing the same. 

Estimates. 

The probable receipts into the Treasury during the fiscal 
year ended September 30th, 1896, as estimated in Statement 
"C," will be $2,545,359.90, which if realized and added to the 
balance in the Treasury at the close of the last fiscal year, 
would make the total amount in the Treasury for the current 
fiscal year, applicable to ordinary purposes, the sum of $3.- 
249,928.09. 

The estimated disbursements during the same period arc 
$2,569,222.86, as shown in Statement "D," which, deducted 
from the estimated receipts, will leave a balance, after paying 
the ordinary expenses of the Legislature, of $686,705.23. 

Free School and Sinking Funds. 

The condition of the Free School and Sinking Funds at 
the close of the fiscal year is shown in detail in Statement "E. " 

The amount remaining to the credit of the Free School 
Fund at the close of the fiscal year 1894 was $5,843.50. The 
receipts during the last fiscal year on accoimt of the same 
fund were $73,300.65, making an aggregate of $79, 144. 15. The 
disbursements from this fund for the same period amounted to 
$77,144.15, leaving a balance to the credit of said fund, as of 
the 30th of September, 1895, of $2,000.00. 
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The receipts on account of the several Sinking Funds 
during the fiscal year were as follows :

The total sum of $387,173.25 was invested on account of 
said Sinking Funds. Statement "E" will show in detail the 
receipts and disbursements on account of the Free School and 
Sinking Funds, and Statement "F" will show^ the sundry in- 
vestments for the Sinking Funds therein mentioned. 

An examination of the last four reports of the Comptroller 
will show that there has been received for the Sinking Funds 
the following amounts :

Every dollar of said sum has been invested for the vSink- 
ing Funds. 

You must find it apparent from the foregoing statements 
that the finances of the State are in a sound, healthful and 
flourishing condition, and the full compliance of the require- 
ments of the Constitution and laws of this State for the ulti- 
mate extinction of the principal of the public debt is meeting 
the most sanguine expectations of the people of the State, and 
confirms the belief that the day is not remote when the bonded 
obligations of the State will be w^holh^ discharged, and the 
property of her citizens liberated from the burden of taxation 
for the maintenance of any sinking fund. 

OvsTER Fund. 

Statement "H" shows the receipts and disbursements on 
account of the Oy.ster Fund for the fiscal year 1895. 

The receipts were $64,994.09, being greater than the re- 
ceipts for the previous fiscal year by $20,345.40. The dis- 
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bursements for the same period were 161,410.42, leaving a 
balance to the credit of said fund at the close of the fiscal year 
1^95 of $3, 583. 67. 

Included in the disbursements for the hscal year 1895 is 
$4,306.99 balance due on previous fiscal year; amount paid 
Oyster Inspectors, $4,885.03 : one-half amount paid for paint- 
ing numbers, $465.25 : and for building new bugeye, $800.00 ; 
*8^g^egating $10,457.27, when deducted from the disbursements 
as shown in said statement, will leave the sum of $50,953.15, 
as the actual disbursements on account of maintenance of the 
Oyster Police Fishery Force for the past fiscal year; and in- 
stead of the apparent balance of $3,583.67, the balance should 
have been, after the above deductions of amounts brought over 
from the previous fiscal year are considered, $14,040.94. 

In the report of the Comptroller to His Excellency the 
Governor for the fiscal year 1894, in explanation of the deficit 
then shown in the Oyster Fund, I said : "It must be remem- 
bered that the receipts and disbursements as above set forth 
were mainly under the operations of the (oyster) law as it ex- 
isted prior to the Act of 1894. The salient features of the 
latter Act were provisions for increased revenue and decreased 
expenditures, and T feel assured that when the present law is 
in full operation the expectations of its framers and friends 
will be fully realized." 

This report shows the receipts to have have increased 
$20,345.40, and the disbursements to have decreased $14,040.94 
as compared with the receipts and disbursements for the fiscal 
year 1894. 

The provisions of the present law, and the protection 
afforded, seems to be entirely satisfactory to the large num- 
bers now engaged in this industry, and those interested would 
deprecate au}^ radical change. 

Productive and Unproductive Assets. 
The productive assets of the State as shown in Statement 
"I" are $3,600,482.69 which includes the Stocks and Bonds 
held by the State, together with mortgages of the Northern 
Central Railway Company and amounts.'due from Incorporated 
Institutions, Collectors of Taxes and other Officers of the 
State. The amount due the State from Corporations. Collec- 
tors and others, is $684,812.69, all of which that is more than 
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twelve months over due has been placed in the hands of 
Attorneys for collection. 

The unproductive assets of the vState amount to $8,099,- 
626.99. 

State Debt. 

The Total Funded Debt of the State as shown in detail 
in Statement "J." was at the close of the fiscal year 1895, 
5^8,684,986,24. The productive assets of the State and the 
investments to the credit of the Sinking Funds aggregate the 
sum of $5,679,733.11, when deducted from the gross debt 
will show a balance of $3,005,253.13, as the net debt of 
the State. In the above statement no allowance is made for 
the amounts over due from Incorporated Institutions, Collec- 
tors of Taxes and other accounting officers, aggregating 
$684,812.69, more then ninety-five per centum of which is 
collectable, nor for the difference between par value and the 
market value of the State assets, all of which, with a single 
exception, would command large premiums in any market. 
And in any estimate if they were treated at the market value, 
the net debt of the State would be practically extinguished. 

Assessment of Real and Personal Property. 
Statement **K" shows the assessment of real and personal 
property in the several Counties and City of Baltimore for the 
fiscal year 1895. ^^^ aggregate of which is $534,930,476.00, 
being greater b3^ $5,792,393.00, than that of 1894. 

For a period of vSeven years there has been a gradual in- 
crease in the assessable basis of the State.

The levy for State taxes for 1895 on the real and personal 
property at 17^ cents on each $100, amounted to $949,501.59. 
Public School Tax. 

Statement **L" shows in detail the levy and receipts on 
account of the Public School Tax. The levy for the fiscal 
year 1895 amounted in the aggregate to $561,677.00, which, 
of course will be decreased when the abatements in the form 
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of insolvencies, erroneous assessments, etc., are allowed. The 
receipts for the fiscal year 1895 amounted to $608,629.74, being 
less than for the previous year by $7,899.38. 

The disbursements of the School Tax for the fiscal year 
amounted to $601,088.04, being ^^783. 47 in excess of the pre- 
vious year. 

Licenses. &c. 

Tables Nos. i to 12 both inclusive show the various re- 
ceipts into the Treasury from all sources during the fiscal 
year 1895. 

The receipts from Clerks of Court and other officers as 
shown in Table No. i, amounted to $896,100.83, being less by 
,S2,342.23, than for the previous year. 

From Registers of Wills there was received as shown in 
Table No. 2, the sum of $143,599.82, being $23,875.84, greater 
than the amount received from same source the previous fiscal 
year. 

From Collectors of State Tax in the several Comities and 
City of Baltimore, there was received $908,411.18, being 
greater than for the previous year by $33,252,29, as will ap- 
pear in Table No. 3. From Railroads and other Corporations 
there was received as a tax on their gross receipts during the 
fiscal year 1895 ^^ shown in Table No. 5, the sum of 131,788,- 
71, being less by $4,471.59, than was received the previous 
year. 

Table No. 6 shows the receipts from the tax on the shares 
of the Capital Stock of Incorporated Institutions for the fiscal 
year 1895 ^^ ^^^ S77^495-3<^« being less than the previous year 
by $8,720.58. 

vStatk Tobacco Inspections. 

Table No. 7 shows in detail the receipts and disburwSe- 
ments on account of the State Tobacco Warehouses for the 
fiscal year 1895.

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This balance of $1,684.76 has been paid into the Treasury 
since September 30, 1895. 

Table No. 1 1 shows the receipts from licenses and from 
lax upon premiums paid by Insurance Companies during the 
fiscal year 1895, as returned by the Insurance Commissioner 
and paid into the Treasury, amounting to §124,401.48, being 
an increase of 3,398.58, over the receipts from same source for 
tlie preceding fiscal year. 

Table No. 12 show the receipts from the franchise tax 
upon deposits in Savings 'Banks and Institutions, amounting 
to $26,576.48, an increase of $1,001.50 over the receipts of the 
fiscal year 1894. 

Tables Nos. 13 to 17, botlx inclusive, .shows the amounts 
due the State, exclusive of interest from the various account- 
ing officers of the State, remaining uncollected in their hands, 
as well as amounts due from Railroads and other Incorporated 
Instiutions. 

Tables No. r8 and 19 show the disbursements of the Con- 
tingent Funds of the Comptroller and the Treasury. 

Table No. 20 shows the condition of the Tobacco Fund 
as required by Resolution No. 13, of the General Assembly 
of 1886. 

An examination of the tables showing the condition of 
the Tobacco Fund in the last three or four reports of the 
Comptroller, will prove to be interesting to the people of the 
State. The balance due the State on the Tobacco Warehouses 
is now being rapidl}' decreased by the largely increased reve- 
nues from rentals of two of the Tobacco Warehouses and 
Wharves, without detrimeift to the interest of the tobacco 
growers of the State. And if the present system is maintained, 
in a very few years the debt will be extinguished and the re- 
ceipts from inspections and rentals will be a considerable rev- 
enue to the State. 

Table No. 21 shows receipts and di.sbur.sements of the 
Commissioners of Fisheries. 

Statements A, B, C, D and E, of Part II. of the Appen- 
dix, to this report, contains the returns of emoluments of the 
various officers therein reported.

The Act of 1894, Chapter 329, provides that *'in the 
month of October in the year 1895, and in every second year 
thereafter, the Treasurer of every Savings Bank or Savings 
Institution in the State of Maryland shall deliver to the Comp- 
troller a written statement, sworn to by him or the President 
of such Savings Bank, containing the name and amount stand- 
ing to his or her credit of every depositor who shall not have 
made any deposit therein or withdrawn any money on their 
accounts for the period of twenty years next prior to the first 
day of the preceding September ; provided, that this section 
shall not apply to the deposit made by any person known to 
the said Treasurer to be living. The Comptroller shall com- 
municate the statement which shall be so delivered to him to 
the General Assembly in his next report." 

vSeveral Savings Banks have complied with the require- 
ments of the statute, and an examination of Statem.ent '*F" 
will show in detail the names of the Savings Banks, the names 
of depositors and the amount to his or her credit. If the Gen- 
eral Assembly will make provision for general publicity of the 
names of depositors and the amounts of money to their credit 
in these several banks, I am confident a very considerable part 
ot this money will be demanded by the depositors or their 
heirs or legal representatives. I would respectfully recom- 
mend that the General Assembly provide by law for the re- 
verting or forfeiting, after a period of two years, to the State 
of all sums not demanded by depositors or their representatives. 

The aggregate amount reported is very considerable, one 
bank having more than sixty thousand dollars. Providing 
for a reversion or forfeiture of thic money to the. State is not 
without precedent. Many of the States have such laws, and 
it could not be successfully contended to be a hardship on 
these banks, for already they have had the use of these sums 
for more than twenty years. 

The State, rather than the banks, should be the benefi- 
ciary of the.se sums of money. 

The very gratifying exhibit which I make of the financial 
affairs of our State is in a very large measure due to the sound 
discretion and financial ability of m^^' associate in the Treas-

ury Department, as well as to the efificiency and promptness of 
the several clerks in the Comptroller's and Treasurer's Office, 
whose efforts for the promotion of the welfare of the vState can 
be safely relied on. 

In conclusion, permit me to say that if I have fulfilled t he- 
promise made when I was about to enter upon the discharge 
of the duties of this important office, and the service rendered 
has been equal to what the people had a right to demand, then 
r am content ; for I am conscious that my sole effort has been 
to serve the best interest of the people of our State with fidelity 
and devotion.
